Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 40 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Andrews 

(3492766). 

Claim 40. 

Andrews discloses an extensible beam comprising: 

(a) a first elongate element 35 comprising: 

a top panel 46, for supporting building materials thereon; opposing side panels 40 which 
project generally perpendicular from opposing sides of the top panel so that the top 
panel and side panels form three sides of the first element which is generally 
rectangular in transverse cross section; and first and second support portions 54 
projecting inwardly from respective inner surfaces of the respective first and second 
side panels 40, the support portions 54 being provided on at least one support member 
66, attached to but formed separately from the side panels and vertically spaced apart 
from the bottoms 34 of the side panels; and 

(b) a second element 45/47/48 adapted to move relative to the first elongate element in 
order to vary the amount of overlap between the first and second elements and thereby 
vary the length of the beam, the second element comprising first and second generally 
parallel spaced apart bars 45 connected by at least one cross member 47, the first and 
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second bars 45 forming respective first and second sides of the second element, and 
being provided at or adiacent the side panels 40 of the first element; whereby the first 
and second bars 45 are supported by the respective first and second support portions 
40 and able to slide relative thereto in order to provide relative axial movement of the 
second element relative to the first element. 

claims 1 , 4-6, 8-1 0,13,16,1 8, 22, 24-25, 34, 36 and 41-44 are allowable over the prior 
art of record
